S.O. 426(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 169, read with section 5A 
and sub-section (1A) of section 33, of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 
1951), the Central Government, in consultation with the Election Commission, hereby mokes 
the following Rules, namly:— 

1. Short Title.—(1) These Rules may be called the Conduct of Assembly Elections 
(Sikkim) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Application of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 for elections to the existing Legis¬ 
lative Assembly of Sikkim.—The Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, in so far as they relate 
to an election to the Legislative Assembly of a State, shall apply to an election to the 
existing Legislative Assembly of Sikkim [deemed to be the Legislative Assembly of that 
State duly constituted under the Constitution], subject to the following modifications:— 

(i) iu rule 4 of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 (hereinafter referred to as the 
"said Rules”),— 
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(a) for the words, letters and figures "Form® 2A to 2E”, the words, letters and 

figures “Forms 2F to 2H” shall he substituted; and 

(b) in the proviso, for the words, letters, and figures “Form 2A or Form 2B”, tho 

words, letters and figures "Form 2F, Form 2G or Form 2H" shall be substi¬ 
tuted; 

(ii) In rule 7 of the said Rules, for the words, letters and figures "Forms 3A to 3C”, 

the words, letters and figures “Forms 3D to 3E" shall be substituted; 

(iii) for rule 90 of the said Rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 
"90. Maximum election expenses .—The total of the expenditure of which account 

is to be kept under section 77 and which is incurred or authorised in con¬ 
nection with an election in any one of an assembly constituency of the 
State of Sikkim shall not exceed Rs, 2,500.’’; 

(iv) for Forms 2A to 2E appended to the said Rules, the following Forms shall be
